To the Citizens of Red Deer: 

As Medical Officer for the City, I 
feel it my duty to point out the dan- 
ger of the present wide-spread epi- 
demic of whooping cough. 
usually treated so lightly, this malady 
has probably more ill after-effects 
than any other of the diseases of child- 
hood, and deserves more careful at- 
tention than is usually accorded it. 

To prevent any increase in the pre- 
sent numerous cases, children affected 
should be kept out of school and other 
public places, and also from coming in 
contact with unaffected persons. All 
cases should be reported, and in cases 
where there is any doubt, an accurate 
diagnosis should be made.—I hope to 
receive the co-operation of all citizens 
of the city in this matter, so that no 
stringent measures will become neces- 
sary to control a more wide-spread 
epidemic of this disease.
